W  n'H  a  heart  truly  fenfible  of  the  many  bleflings  which  the 
people  of  this  kingdom  have  enjoyed  ever  fince  the  happy 
accclTion  of  your  illultrious  family  to  the  imperial  crown  of  tliele 
realms  ;  bleifings  which  were  bequeathed  to  the  prefent  genera* 
tion,  pure  and  untainted,  by  your  royal  prcdeceflbr  ;  permit  one 
<)1  the  moll  faithful,  and  mod  loyal  of  your  fubje<ds,  born  in  the 
great  capital  of  your  kingdom,  and  who  bad  the  plcafure  to  join 
in  the  loud  acclamations  of  a  grateful  people,  when  your  majeliy 
afeended  the  throne  of  your  royal  grandfather,  with  all  due  fiib-'  • 
niilfion  to  approach  your  facred  perlbn,  and  to  expoflulate  with 
>nur  inajclly  on  the  various  caules,  which  have  contributed  to 
dnnp  that  univerlal  fpirit  of  joy  and  exultation,  which  difFufed 
hlell  throughout  your  extenlivc  dominions  at  that  happy  period  ; 
and  to  account  for  the  many  difagreeablc  events  which  have  fince 
arileu  to  dillufb^your  royal  bread,  and  to  interrupt  that  repole*—- 
and  tranquillity  you 'migte  ^pe^ ‘to  enjoy  ;  after  having  termi* 
nated  (but,  fuller  me  tof^y,  ingloriondy^>«he>moft/iiccefifol  war 
VoL.

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th.it  was  ever  carrird  on  by  this  or  any  other  kingdom'*  a  war 
that  mull  have  humbled  in  the  dud  (had  it  continued  but  one 
year  longer),  the  old  inveterate  enemies  of  this  your  native  king. 

No  exprelTion  rtiall  be  found  in  this  remondrance  to  wound  the 
ear  of  majedy  ;  nor  (hall  one 'unfavourable  (entiinent,  tending  to 
infringe  on  the  jud  prerogatives  of  the  crown,  or  to  leden  the  dig* 
niiy  of  government,  elcape  me  ;  but,  at  the  (ame  time,  I  will  be 
bold  enough  to  adert  and  maintain  fuch  truths  as  a  good  king  will 
ever  liden  to  with  attention,  and  with  no  other  emotion,  than  fuch 
may  proceed  from  a  firm,  fpirited  refolution,  to  remove  from  his 
councils,  and  from  the  adminidration  of  government,  cvciy  fet  of 
men,  wlihout  exception,  however  dignified,  didinguifhed,  or  allied^ 
through  vvhofe  inability,  venality  and  fervility,  the  fame  and  ho* 
uour  of  Great  Hritain  has  been  fullied  on  the  continent;  by  whom 
the  revenues  of  this  kingdom  have  been  exhauded,  and  brought 
into  (hch  a  deplorable  iitiiation,  as  to  endanger  that  very  delicate 
foiiiulation,  PUBLIC  CREDIT,  on  which  is  built  the  power,  com* 
ineicial  drengtn,  riches  and  happinefs  of  your  dominions;  by 
whole  dadai'illy  and  iinbecille  conduct,  faction,  and  its  condant  at* 
tcMuiant  corruption,  has  rifen  to  fuch  a  height,  that  you,  Sir,  have 
been  under  the  uecellity  oflelTeiiing  yourfelf  in  the  eyes  of  your 
"  hole  people,  by  fubniitting  to  difgraccful  mercenary  propofals 
from  uiticreiit  parties,  who  have  boldly  fclzed  the  reins  of  govern* 
lucnt  for  a  Ihort  lime,  with  the  foie  view  of  extorting  from  your 
majedy,  fuch  grants  of  penfions  and  reverfions,  in  cafe  of  removal, 
as  argued  at  oiKe  a  confeious  inability  to  continue  long  in  office, 
a;ul  a  premeditated  refolution,  to  have  as  large  a  (hare  as  poffiblc 
io  the  plunder  of  an  almod  ruined  country — by  whom  every  ra« 
paclous  dependent  on  your  contending  courtiers,  has  been  ampl]^ 
pioyiiiccl  for  at  ibe  public  expence — who  have  dared,  on  every  oc- 
« vtlhiu,  to  make  ufe  of  the  royal  name,  as  a  iant^ion  for  every  ille* 
legal  and  unconllitutional  meafurc;  and  have  prefumed  to  exprefs 
;ui  approbation  yoii  could  never  give,  of  a  mod  unwarrantable  and 
4 1  lui  exertion  of  the  tKiiitary  po’wer  againlt  your  innocent  fubjetfts ; 
full  an  exertion  as  would  have  entitled  the  offenders  to  condign 
pimidinienf,  in  many  dates  which  are  diled  abfcAute,  dcfpotic  mo-  ^ 
lurchies,  as  1  (liall  loon  convince  you  in  the  fequel  of  this  remon* 
frrance,  from  recent  indauces — who  have  fpread^  conder nation,  ter¬ 
ror  and  difmay,  through  the  land,  violating  the  mod  facred  rights 
of  the  people,  interrupting  the  freedom  of  elections,  rendering 
the  aiicndance  ol’  the  freeholders  dangerous  to  their  perlbns,  ran- 
f.u  king  the  coffers  of  public  trading  companies,  to  fupply  the  de- 
ticiciuies  from  a  mifinanageinent  of  the  public  revenues  ;  in  a 
word — who  have  with>held  from  you,  Sir,  the  true  date  of  the 
nation,  and  have  condrued  every  complaint,  every  moded  repre- 
foution  of  the  fubjeids,  both  at  home  and  in  the  colonies,  againft 
the  arbitrary  and  opprciCve  meafurcs  of  an  audible,  wicked  ad* 
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nilniftration,  into  (edition  ;  and  evciy  defence  of  their  rights  and 
properties,  againfl  the  exertion  of  lawlefs  power  (fandtified  by  the 
name  of  majefty),  into  ouvert  atfls  of  rebellion,  till  they  have  at 
length  rouled  the  public  fpirit  of  the  people  throughout  your  • 
whole  dominions;  and  though,  perhaps,  blind  fury,  and  a  particu- 
Ur  attachment  to  the  caufe  of  one  man  (whom  your  majefty  has 
pcrfecuted  with  unrelenting  cruelty),  has,  for  a  time,  confined 
their  views  to  one  fingle  object,  yet  I  will  tell  you.  Sir,  that  now 
the  proceedings  againfl  this  very  fingular,  and,  in  niai\y  refpe^ls, 
heroic  character,  have  been  carried  to  fuch  a  length,  at  to  con* 
vii)ce  the  nation  in  general  of  the  impoflibility,  in  our  prelent  ft* 
tu  ition,  of  calling  your  miniflers  to  account,  becaufe  they  Iccure 
to  theinfelves  a  majority  of  proflituted  venal  (cnators,  by  the  lavifh 
(liilribuiion  of  the  public  money  ;  the  alarm  is  become  general  ; 
the  coiiftitution  of  the  kingdom  is  now  deemed  at  a  crifis  ;  and  if 
your  royal  name  is  (fill  made  ufe  of,  to'  (lamp  an  authority  on  pub¬ 
lic  nieafiires,  diametrically  oppofite  to  the  welfare  of  the  nation^ 
the  coiifeqnences  muft  prove  fatal  to  both. 

Sir,  wonder  not  that  I  have  preferred  the  ftile  of  remonflrance 
to  tliat  of  petition  ;  Having  no  private  favour  to  afk,  I  have  pre- 
fumed  to  confulcr  your  majefly  as  a  man  endued  with  a  rational 
foul,  capable  of  diflinguifliing  between  found  reafbning  and  artful 
Ibphillry  ;  futh  a  mode  of  expoflulation,  therefore,  as  might  be 
periifed  in  converfatton  by  a  raodcfl  dependent,  or  an  affable,  ge¬ 
nerous  patron.  Teemed  to  me  the  moft  eligible  for  conveying  my 
fentimenis  with  manly  firmnefs,  and  to  enable  me  to  fleer  clear 
of  that  abjeifl  fubinifTion,  and  dif^iftful  adulation,  which  debafes 
almoft  every  addrefs  that  is  offered  to  fovcrcigns. 

I  lhall  therefore,  Sir,  take  the  liberty  to  reprefent  to  you,  that 
under  the  feveral  adminidrations  which  have  governed  this  king¬ 
dom  from  your  acceffion  to  the  prefent  hour,  fome  one  or  more  of. 
the  enumerated  evils  already  delineated  have  taken  place,  and 
that  they  feem  to  be  all  gathering  to  a  head  under  the  prefent 
minidry  ;  and,  as  it  cannot  be  confident,  either  with  your  honour 
or  your  intcred,  to  fuffer  univerfal  difeontent  and  popuUr  animo- 
hty  to  be  kept  alive  in  your  dominions,  let  me  advife  you  to  effect 
that  by  their  removal,  which  all  the  military  force  of  this  king¬ 
dom,  with  the  fuperadded  rigour  of  penal  latvs,  will  never  accom* 
plilh,  I  mean  the  redoration  of  harmony,  unanimicy,  and  zealous 
attachment  to  your  royal  perfbn  and  government.  Be  aflured, 
Sir,  whenever,  nnder  a  prince  blefled  with  native  goodnefs  of 
heart,  and  a  benign  difpofition,  like  your  majedy,  the  people  feel 
the  weight  of  the  undue  exertion  of  the  royal  prerogative,  they 
"  ill  naturally  aferibe  to  miniderial  influence,  and,  in  fpice  of  every 
rxertion  of  the  civil  or  mill tai^ power,  they  will  loudly  and  incef- 
l  uuly  exclaim  againd  fuch  influeoce  ;  nor  will  they  defid,  *  till 
I  heir  complaints  are  lidened  to,  and  their  grievances  redreffed,  by 
3  total  charge  of  men  and  meafiires*

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Forbid  ir,  h-avcn,  that  you,  Sir,  who  are  the  father  of  youf 
people,  boro  and  educated  among  us,  (liould  be  any  longer  accu* 
led  in  our  lireeis,  or  infulted  at  our  public  fpeclacles,  for  a  foppo- 
led  tolcraiion  of,  or  connivance  at,  the  arbitrary  principles  and  dc* 
llriu'tive  practices  of  your  minifters ;  or  that  your  fubjects  Ihould 
ircinblc  with  the  apprehenfion,  that  large  (Irides  are  making  to* 
vv^ards  a  (late  lA'  jlavcry%  or  a  fervile  dependence  on  nunilters  aiid 
their  tools,  under  their  native  prince,  which  was  never  experien* 
ceil  in  the  reigns  of  ihofc  kings  who  were  born  and  educated  in  a 
foreign  land,  and  who  openly  avowed  the  mod  dcfpotic  principles* 
Ia  i  it  never  be  believed.  Sir,  that  you  will,  of  your  royal  motion; 
give  orders  to  punilh  with  fines,  imprifonnienr,  and  inquifitorial 
pcrleciiiion,  every  i!inocent  fubjc<ft,  who  fliall  dare  to  alTert  his 
native  freedom  and  independence,  in  oppofitioii  to  weak  or ‘wicked 
niiniflcrs.  f 

Your  people,  Sir,  are  not  difpofed  to  judge  from  ' appearances { 
Your  moll  amiable  private  character,  and  the  frequent  indances 
you  have  given  of  )onr  clemency,  are  the  drongell  proofs  to 

them,- that  yon  will  foon  make  a  full  dilplay  of  thofe  political  vir¬ 
tues  which  conditute  the  character  of  a  great  king  ;  in  expe^a- 
tion  of  this  happy  event,  they  patiently  wait,  and  pajjively  fubrait, 
reding  allured,  \ou  v:lll  be  infpired  with  a  fpeedy  and  juft  abhor¬ 
rent  e  of  thofe  men,  who  firll  fpread  nuirmiir  and  difeontent  tbro* 
the  land?  and  if  the  prefent  minidry,  whole  weaknefs,  cowardice 
and  cruelty,  whether  thicy  are  confidered  feparately  in  their  re- 
fpective  departments,  or  collectively  in  a  body  as  an  adminiftra- 
ti(»n,  is  not  to  be  paralelled  in  the  records  of  the  hidory ‘qf  Eng¬ 
land. 

l,et  ns  now,  great  Sir,  turn  our  eyes  from  this  difgraceful  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  limes,  the  odium  of  which  your  minidry  in  vain  endea¬ 
vour  to  fix  on  the  peo’ple,  lince  their  lives  and  converfalion  alone 
damp  a  character  on  the  inanneis  of  the  nation,  and  examine, 
with  aiieiuion,  the  charat^terillics  of  a  found,  permanent  admini- 
(I ration,  as  they  are  deferibed  to  us  by  the  bed  political  writers, 
lake  (bine  oneor  other,  or  all  of  your  picfcnt  minidry  by  the 
hand,  while  we  make  tins  fair  feruliny,  ■  » 

“  The  adminidration  of  public  affairs,  in  a  limited  monarchy, 
fuch  as  England,  ought  to  be  committed  to  fcveral  men,  illuftn- 
njs  by  birth  and  education,  poflclled  ol  ample  fortunes,  as  collate- 
rrd  frrurity  for  their  integrity  and  incorruptibility,  of  virtuous,  un* 
fuliied  characters,  and  arrived  to  fuch  a  period  of  life,  that  expe¬ 
rience  may  have  matured  early  acquired  political  knowledge  t 
fuch  may  be  found  in  every  date,  and  mud  be  chofen,  indepeii- 
dent  of  .ill  regal d  to  family  connections  or  party  leagues. — Such  t 
Iclect  b  ind  of  great  and  able  men,  jointly  engaged  in  one  admhii- 
llr.Tiion,  withoni  any  preponderating  weight  thrown  into  the  (ctle 
of  the  chii^f  of  any  department  ;  and,  acting  independent  of  one 
nuoihcr  in  ihcir  different  flations,  though  with  mutual  c'onfidence

Minillers  on  fuch  a  plan  are  a  mutual  check  on  each  other  * 
each  of  them  has  his  diflm«ft  fet  of  adherents,  but  his  principal 
i‘u|)j)ort  mud  be,  the  character  he  bears  in  his  country. — Such  a 
niiiiiilry  mull  acd  upon  popular  principles,  for  it  is  built  upon  the 
oiilv  balls  likely  to  fecure  the  people’s  affe^ion,  and  to  render  it 
j)cnuanent  ;  the  juft  fame  fuch  a  minidry  muft  acquire,  will  fet 
iheiu  ab  JVC  every  fo^difli  temptation  of  pageant  honours,  of  power 
or  wealth,  if  to  be  purchafed  only  by  making  a  facrifice  of  their 
clhuaetcr.  In  ihori,  as  example  is  more  efficacious,  and  has  more 
ainhority,  than  the  rigorous  exertion  of  pepal  laws,  or  even  mili- 
t  iry  execution,  the  people  being  animated  by  the  pious  chara^et 
of  their  I'overeign,  exhibited,  not  only  in  his  own  private  life,  but 
ill  his  public  capacity,  by  the  prudent  choice  of  his  miniders,  all 
ranks  of  men  would  come  into  the  fadiion  of  leading  virtuous 
lives ;  the  fcale  would  preponderate  in  favour  of  morality  ;  there 
would  be  little  or  no  temptation  to  bribery  and  corruption  ;  mea 
beiiii;  c  hofen  to  high  offices  for  their  virtues  and  abilities,  would  be 
lueeiiitaicd  to  fupport  themfelves  in  them  by  no  fuch  low  means; 
tlic  law  would  have  lefs  occafion  for  officers,  executioners,  gibbets^ 
jiiuferiptions,  and  outlawries,  to  enforce  its  decrees,  and  the  em- 
|)ire  of  love  and  reafon  would  be  univerfal  throughout  the  Briti/h 
dominions.  1  lhall  here  leave  your  majedy  for  the  prefent.  I 
find  the  fenfible  pleafure  which  this  reprefentation  has  given  you: 
it  ill  becomes  me  to  interrupt  your  important  meditations  on  this 
jilcaling  feene,  and  the  lefs  fo,  as  I  mud  demondrate  to  your  ma- 
jclty,  that,  birth  and  education  mifapplied  alone  excepted,  your 
preiVnt  miniftry  cannot  find  one  finglc  qualification  to  which  they 
can  put  in  a  jud  claim. — I  therefore  quit  the  fubjedt  till  a  more 
favourable  opportunity  offers  of  refuming  it.

Letters  from  the  M.  de  Voltaire  to  fever al  of  his  Friends ^ 
Trail  Hated  from  the  French  by  the  Rev*  Dr.  Franklin. 

To  my  Lord  Lyttleton,  London. 

I  HAVE  read  the  ingenious  Dialogues  of  the  Dead,  lately  pub. 

lilhed  by  your  Lordffiip,  where  I  find  myfelf  fpoken  of  as  a  ba- 
ni/bed  man,  and  guilty  of  many  exceffes  in  ray  writings.  I  ant 
obliged,  perhaps,  for  the  honour  of  my  country,  publicly  to  de¬ 
clare,  that  1  never  was  banifhed,  becaufe  1  never  committed  thofe 
crimes  which  the.  author  of  the  Dialogues  has  thought  fit  to  lay 
to  my  charge. 

No  man  exerted  hirafelf  more  ftrenuoufly  than  myfelf  in  favour 
of  the  rights  of  humanity,  and  yet  never  have  I  gone  beyond  the 
bcnnuls  of  that  virtue.  1  am  not  edablidied  in  Switzerland,  as  thhl 
aiitlior,  who  has  been  raiiinformed,  ventures  to  afferc.  I  live’c^n 
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my  own  eftate  in  France.  Retirement  is  fit  for  old-  men,  who 
have  lived  long  enough  in  courts  to  deteil  and  avoid  them,  and 
who  enjoys  new  life  in  a  peaceable  retreat,  with  a  few  fenfible 
and  faithf^ul  friends.  I  have  indeed  a  little  country-boufe  near 
CJcneva ;  hut  my  refidence  and  feat  are  in  Hurjgundy.  The  king’s 
goodnefs  to  me,  all  the  privileges  belonging  to  my  efiate,  and  the 
exemption  of  it  from  all  taxes,  has  moreover  firmly  attached  ine 
to  his  perfon.  If  1  had  been  bauifhed,  I  could  not  have  proenred 
palTports  from  our  court  for  (everal  of  the  Englifii  nobility.  The 
fervice  which  I  did  them  gives  me  a  claim  to  that  jufiice  which  I 
expe<5l  from  the  author  of  the  Dialogues.  , 

With  regard  to  religion,  I  think,  and  I  believe  he  thinks  fo  too, 
that  God  is  neither  Prelbyierian,  nor  Lutheran,  high  or  low  church, 
but  the  father  of  all  mankind,  of  Lord  Lyitlcton,  and  of

I  beg  pardon  for  quoting  Horace,  which  your  heroes  Fonteaelle 
and  La  JNlotte  never  did ;  and  mull  tell  you,  that  1  w^as  not  born 
with  more  malice  in  my  heart  than  yonrfelf,  and  am  at  the  bot* 
torn  an  honefi  fellow.  It  is  true  indeed,  that  having,  fi>me  years 
ago,  taken  it  into  my  head  that  one  got  nothing  by  being  fo,  I

Paris,  both  my  rivals  and 
niyfelf  were  people  of  very  little  confequence ;  poor  fcholafs  of 
the  age  of  Lewis  XIV.  fome  in  verle,  Ibme  in  profe,  (bme  half 
one  and  half  the  other  (of  which  number  1  had  the  honour  to  ^ 
one) ;  indefatigable  writers  of  very  middling  performances,  grcMt, 
compofers  of  triHes,  weighing;  moft  gravely  the  eggs  of  flies  in 
fcales  of  fpiders  webs.  1  faw  Icarce  any  thing  but  a  little  quac-

I  RECEIVED,  the  day  before  yefterday,  by  the  Duchefs  IPAn- 
ville,  the  private  letters  of  the  Queen  of  Sweden,  which  you* 
did  me  the  honour  to  fend  me.  1  am  not  furprifed  to  find  how 
iniicb  you  are  fliocked  at  the  afTaflination  of  her  gentleman-ufher*, 
nor  at  the  indignation  which  you  exprefs  againft  that  cruel  and 
capricious  woman* 

You  do  other  kingdoms  too  much  honour,  I  am  afraid,  when 
>011  fay  that  Chriftina  would  have  been  punifhed  any  where  but  in 
France.  Punifhed  ilie  would  moft  certainly  have  been,  in  coun«* 
tries  where  juflice  and  the  laws  prefide;  but  thofe  countries  are 
lew  in  number  ;  and,  to  fpeak  the  real  truth,  I  know  of  no  place 
where  they  are  Itriiftly  obferved.  This  woman,  wicked  as  fhc  was, 
loight  moft  affuredly  have  remained,  with  impunity  at  Rome, 
Madrid,  or  Vienna,  and,*  in  fhort,  in  any  place  where  one  man 
fxiinguifhcs  all  laws,  and  money  is  the  only  God. 

1  Ihuuld  be  greatly  obliged  to  you  for  any  intelligence  with  re-' 
raid  to. the  authenticity  of  thefe  letters.  I  have  publifhed  fbme 
Henry  IVth’s  in  the  new  edition  of  my  General  Hijlory,  which 
a.c  extremely  curjous,  which  I  did  from  the  love  I  bear  to  the 
I'Uinory  of  that  Illuftrious  hero,  the  only  monarch* of  France,  who 
v/as  an  honour  to  human  nature,  who  is  iiititled  to  our  bleftings,

If  the  letters  are  really  Chriflina’s;  it  might  not  bo  ioiproper  to 
obferve^  that  a  perfon  who  abdicates  a  crotvn  on  porpofe  laron  a- 
hout,  and  fee  .the  world,  ought  at  leall  to  be  wife;  nnd.even  if  we 
fuppofe  her  obliged  to  w'ritc  with  all  that  impudent  pridOf^  Wf^  QuU 
be  apt  more  to  condemn  than  to  pity  her*  It  had  been  very  cafy 
for  this  princefs^to  have' acquired  glory  whild  fhc  was  on  the  throne; 
The  daughter  of  GuQavtis-mighi  have  been  adored,  even  if  Ihe 
had  done  nothing  but  common  things,  like  other  princes;  the  rov 
piitaiion  of  her  father  was  fo  great,  that  the  people  would  readily 
liave  made  allow  ance  for  all  the  follies  of  her  fex,  and  even  for 
all  the  mifthief  which  fhe.  might,  have  done  if  fhe  had  dared? 

^Thofe  mud  be  born  w  ithout  the  lead  (hare  either  of  wit  or  virtue, 
w  ho  can’t  Dune  upon  a  throne,  and  immortalize  tbemtelves  by 
what  are  called  good  ac'tions,  which,  by  the  W'ay,  are  much  mote 
cahly  performed  than  fuch  as  are  truly  great  at|d  noble.  .  . 

The  book,  how  ever,  is  a  valuable  relict,  and  may  ferve  at  lead 
as  an  example  to  other  princes,  who  may  have  the  fame  foolKb 
ileTire  to  abdicate.  I  thank  yon  for  the  prefent,'  and  hope  you

Having  feen  a  letter  in  your  paper,  wherein  the  author  very 
judly  laments,  that  three  hundred  and  thirty  perfons  were 
lad  feffions  tried  at  the  Old  Bailey,  many  of  whom  w'erc  con¬ 
demned*  to  death,  and  the  greated  part  of  the  remainder  to  tranf- 
poriaiion;  it  is  indeed  a  mod  melancholy  circumdance  to  fee  fuch 
numbers  every  fix  w'eeks  dragged  to  execution,  from,  which 
mull  conclude,  that  either  our  people,  from  principle,  arc  more 
abandoned  than  ihofe  of  the  other  nations  of  Europe,  or  that  our 
laws  are  fnindcd  in  injullice;  the  latter  I  believe,  fince,  if  natliral 
jnllice  only  bad  taken  place,  there  would  long  fince  have  been  nO 
caufe  for  the  above  complaint. 

Judice,  Sir,  is  to  indemnify  the  perfon  injured ;  and  a  thief  or 
a  robber,  therefore,  ought  to  repay  me  with  damages  w’hat  1  have 
fufiered;  and,  for  want  of  ability  to  do  this,  he  might  be  cotfd^itincd 
to  work  in  the  king’s  yards,  or  in  coal  or  tin  mines  for  a  liniiied 
time,  and  he  lliould  be  rendered  infamous  by  being  pillofi^d  and 
whipped ;  for  a  fecond  od'ence  to  be  condemned  to  hard  labour 
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for  life*  This  is  th^  practice  in  Holland,  where  they  rafp  log. 
wood,  &c.  the  good  eftecft  of  which'  is,  that  (bmethnes  there  is  not 
a  pcrfon  put  to  death  in  that  populous  country  by  the  hands  of 
jullice  in  twelve  months.  It  is  the  feme  in  Conne<fticut  in  New. 
England,  which  contains  above  half  as  many  hihabitants  as  this 
I  vail  metropolis,  but  in  which’ Ho  perfbn  ev<h*]^et  loft  his  life  by  the 
l;iNv ;  for  murder  was  never  yet  cbihmitted  in  it,  though  it  has  been 
fettled  above  130  years;  for  ftealhig^  the  offender  is  condemned 
to  he  drummed  and  whipped*  about  the  town,  with  part  of  the 
llolen  goods  faftened  on  him  ;  lfe*is  to  pay  four  fold,  or  be  (bid  by 
the  niagiftratcs  to  the  higheft  bidder  for  a  limited  time.— — iThis 
only  is  juftice;  '  ^  . 

Will  any  man  (ay,  that,  becatile  a  perfon  His  forgot  himfelf  (b 
far  as  to  invade  his.ncighbotir^s  property,  he  ought  to  be  hanged? 
Surely,  it  is  inadequate  to  bis  crime!  Life,  being  the ‘moft  precious 
property,  ought  not  to  be  taken  away  for  ten  (hillings,  tep,  or  ten 
ihoufand  pounds;»it  is  injufticr  whcncvei'  it  is  done  ;  and  l  think 
I  may  venture  to  (ay,  that,  as  it  i;s  contrary  to  the  laws  of  nature, 
it  is  murder.  Public  exccudons  are  meant  as  examples,  to  deter 
others  from  the  like  crimes;  but'have  our  executions  fuch  cftecls? 
—Every  one  knows  the  coqtt^y*  -  * 

In  tliefe  rem.'irks  I  do  nof'inean  to  be  an  advocate  for  murder; 
fuch  perfons  fhouid  be  punlftied  with  'death,  for  his  crime  is  in. 
Anilely  greater  than  the  crime  of  him  who  invades  my /property. 
In  (hort,  I  think'Juftice  and  hun^isinity  cry  aloud,  that  we  (hould 
withdraw  the  feverity  of  our  laws  to  the  latter  offenders ;  ‘for  it  is 
a  reproach  to  this  kingdom,  that  more  people  are  put  to  death  in 
it  by  the  laws,  than  in  all  the  kingdoms  of  Eutope  be(ide;  our 
people  muft,  t^ierefore,  be  worfe  in  their  principles,'  or  our  laws 
unjull ;  befides,  fuch  frequent  condemnations  render  them  very 
familiar  to  Old  Bailey  jurors,  who,  according  to  my  motto,  often 
hallen  through  their  verditft  in  order  to  go  to  dinner. 

It  may  perhaps  be  faid,  that  traiifportation  carries  with  it  no  (e. 
verity ;  I  admit  it ;  bur  I  am  furc  it  is  bad  policy;  for  thofc  per. 
Ions,  being  mechanics,  carry  our  arts  arul  the  knowledge  of  manu* 
factures  to  the  colonies,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  this  country. 
If  thefe  crude  thoughts  (houKl  be  read  by  any  member  of  parlia* 
nient,  and  he  (hould  be  thereby  led  to  ftep  forward  in  the  canfe 
of  humanity,  by.  bringing  in  .a  bill  to  reform  our  criminal  laws,  he 
juay  depend  he  will  thereby  fecure  to  bimfelf  immortal  honour, 
in  being  inilrumenul  to  men’s  living  out  the  days  which  God  and 
nature  dcfigned  th^.  R.

them.  If  we  have  no  anger  nor  complaint  agaiiid  thofc  who  dif¬ 
fer  from  us,  but  vvhat  proceeds  from  a  real  conceni,  that  what 
ilicy  bold  or  pratflife  will  not  be  fo  beneficial  to  them  as  our  reli¬ 
gion  will  be  to  us  ;  mull  we  not  always  have  the  greatefl  read!- 
iiefs  and  vvillingiiefs  to  find,  own,  and  rejoice  in  thefe  good  doc- 
nines  and  pracTices  which  they  ftill  profefs  and  retain  ?  If  a  poor 
pilgriiii,  under  a  neccfliiy  of  travelling  a  dangerous  and  difficult 
load  by  bimfclf,  had,  through  his  own  perverfenefs,  loft  the  ufe

Sclfinmefs  and  partiality  are  mod  bafe  inhuman  4qualities, 
when  (hewn  even  in  the  things  of  this  world  ;  but  when  they  are 
inanlfelled  in  the  dotftrines  of  Religion,  they  are  ftill  worfe.  Now, 
this  is  one  of  the  greateft  evils  that  the  diviftons  of  the  church 
has  produced  ;  they  raife  in  every  fe<ft  a  felfifh,  partial  orthodoxy ^ 
which  often  confifts  in  courageoufly  defending  all  that  it  admits, 
and  boldly  condemning  all  that  it  has  refufed  ;  and  thus  every 
champion  is  trained  up  to  defend  his  own  truths  his  own  learnings 
his  own  church  ;  and  he  has. the  inoft  honour,  and'lbe  moft  me¬ 
rit,  who  likes  every  thing, -defends  every  thing  amongft  ihem- 
fclves,  and  leaves  nothing  uncenfured  in  thofe  who  are  of  a  diffe? 
rent  communion.  Now,  how.  can  truth  and  goodnefs,  union  and 
religion,  be  more  hurt,  than  by  fuch  defenders  of  it  ?  If  you  afk 
why  the  biftiop  of  M.caux  wrote  (b  many  learned  books  againft  all 
parts  of  the  reformation;  it  was  becaufe  he  was  born  in  France,  and 
bred  up  in  the  bolbm  of  the  mother  church  .—Had  he  been  born 
in  England,  and  educated  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  perhaps  he 
might  have  rivaled  great  bifhop  Stilliogflcct.  And  yet  1  will 
'eniure  to  fay,  that  if  each  church  could  produce  but  (6  much  as 
one  man,  that  had  the  piety  of  an  apoftle,  and  the  impartial  love 
ol  the  firft  Chriftians  in  the  firft  church  at  Jerufalem  ;  that  two 
perfons  of  this  ftamp,  who  differed  the  moft  in  opinion,  would  not 
rci]nire  half  a  fticet  of  paper  to  hold  their  articles  of  union,  nor 
be  half  an  hour  till  they  were  of  one  heart  and  one  mind.

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If  we  loved  the  truth  as  fucb ;  if  we  fought  it  for  iti  owu 
fake;  if  we  loved  mir  neighbour  as  oiirfelves  ;  if  we  defired 
nothing  by  our  religion  but  to  be  acceptable  to  God  ;*  if 'are 
e^ruelHy  defired  the  falvation  of  all  men;  it  we  w^ere  afraid  of  er¬ 
ror,  only  l>ecau(e  of  its  offentivenefj  to  God,  and  its  hurtful  nature 
to  us  and  our  fellow  men,  then  nothing  of  this  fort  would  hare 
place  in  us.  ,  i 

There  is  therefore  a  catholic  fpirit,  a  cnminuQion  of  faints  la 
the  love  of  God  and  all  go<»dnefs,  which  no  perfon  c^n  learn  froqi 
that  which  is  called  orthodoxy  in  particular  churches,  but  is  only 
to  be  had  by  a  dying  to  all  worldly  views,  by  a  pure  lore, to  God, 
and  by  liich  an  uniflion  from  above,  as  delivers  the  mind  from  all 
feliilhnefs,  and  makes  it  love  truth  and  goodncfs  \vith  an  equality 
of  atf<r(^tion  in  every  man,  whether  he  be  a  Chriilian,  a  Jew,  or  a 
Gentile.  He  that  w’ould  obtain  this  divine  catholic  fpirit  in  this 
clif>rdered  (late  of  things,  and  lire  in  a  divided  part  of  the  church, 
without  partaking  of  its  divifions,  muft  have  thefe  truths  dee^dy 
fixed  on  his  miud-  Firll,  that  nniverfal  love  which  gives  the 
%vhole  llrength  of  the  heart  to  God,  and  makes  us  love  every  mau 
as  vve  love  ourfelves,  is  the  nobleft,  the  mod  divine,  and  god-like 
dif|)o(iti(»n  of  the  foul,  and  the  utmofl  perfe<ffion  to  which  the 
pured  religion  can  exalt  us  ;  and  that  no  religion  does  any  tuau 
good,  but  fo  far  as  it  imparts  this  perfeidiou  of  love  unto  him. 
'^riiis  truth  will  Ihew  us  that  true  orthodoxy  can  no  where  be 
found  blit  in  the  pure  difinterefted  love  of  God  and  our  neighbour. 
—Secondly,  That,  in  the  prefent  divided  Hate  of  the  church; 
truth  itfclf  is  torn  and  rent  afunder  ;  and  that  therefore^  he  can 
be  the  only  true  catholic,  who  has  more  of  truth,  and  lefs  of  er# 
ror,  than  is  hedged  in  by  any  divided  part.  This  truth  will  enable 
us  to  live  in  a  divided  part,  unhurt  by  its  divifions,  and  keep  us  in 
true  liJierty  and  fitnefs  to  be  edified  by  all  the  good  we  hear  or 
fee  ill  in  any  p.irl  of  the  church  ;  and  thus  uniting,  in  heart  and 
fpirit,  with  all  that  is  holy  and  good  in  all  churches,. we  enter  in* 
to  ihe  true  coinniiinion  of  faints,  and  become  real  inenabcrs  of  the 
liolv  catholic  church,  though  we  .nre  confined  to  the  outward  wor- 
fljip  of  only  <ine  pariicular  part  of  it.  It  is  thus  that  holy  angeii, 
as  ininiilering  fpirits,  unite,  and  co-operate  with  every  thing 

that  is  holy  or  good  in  every  divifion  of.  mankind.— Thirdly,  He 
moil  alvvays  l>ear  in  mind  this  truth  alf),  that  it  b  the  glory  at 
divine  jutlicc  to  have  no  refpe<5f  to  parties  or  perfons,  but,*  with 
the  greatcil  impartiality,  to  regard  what  is  right  or  wrong  in  eve* 
ry  one,  w  heiher  Je*.v  or  Gentile.  He,  therefore,  that  would  ap* 
prove  as  Gad  approves,  and  condemn  as  God  condemns,  muft  like 
tin  truth  the  lefs,  hecaufc  Ignatius  Lyoli  or  John  Bunion  were  let- 
Ions  defenders  of  it  ;  nor  have  the  lefs  averfioo  to  any  error,  be* 
laiii'e  Or  T - p  or  fieorge  Fox  brought  it  forth. 

No  A,  if  this  univerfal  love,  and  impariial  jufticc,  is  the  fpirk 
which  will  judge  the  world  at  the  lall  day,  can  thb  fpirit  prevail 
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toa  n>on  or  too  mQch  in  us?  or  can  any  thing  do  us  more  hurt 
than  that  which  hinders  us  from  it? 

When  1  was  a  fcholar  at  the  univerfity,  1  heard  a  great  re* 
li  rioiiilt  once  fay,  that  if  he  cbuld  believe  the  late  king  of  France 
to  bc  in  heaven,  he  could  not  wilh  to  go  there  himfclf.  This  was 
exceedingly  (hocking  to  all  that  heard  it ;  yet  (bmething  of  this 
kind  of  temper  muft  be  fuppofed  to  prevail,  more  cwr  left,  in  thofe 
who  have,  as  a  point  of  orthodoxy,  worked  themfelves  up  into  a 
hearty  contempt  and  hatred  of  thole  who  are  divided  from  .thein« 
He  that  has  been  all  his  life  long  accuftomed  to  look  with  great 
abhorrence  upon  thofe  whom 'he  has  called  fapcrftitious  bigots^ 
(Ireaming  viiionaries,  falfe  faints,  canting  enthufiafts,  mud  natural. 
Iv  expert,  that  God  will  .treat  him  as  he  has  done  others  ;  and, 
if  ihch  a  perfon  had  the  keys  of  heaven^  fuch  people  would  find 
ir  hard  to  get  a  place  in  it.  It  is  exceedingly  neceflary,  however, 
that  we  be  divelied  of  this  bafe  temper  before  we  come  to  die  ; 
f)r,  if  nothing  but  univerfal  love  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,  what  can  be  more  neceflary  for  us  than  to  be  full  of  this 
love  before  we  die?  We  often  hear  of  peribns,  who  are  pollened 
ol’  great  zeal  and  orthodoxy,  declaring  on,  their  death-beds,  their 
ilriet  attachment  to  a  particular  church,  and  making  fblemn  pror 
teilaiions  againft  all  other  churches ;  but  how  much  better  would 
it  be,  if  fuch  a  perfon  was  to  exprefs  htmlelf  to  this  edecl  ?  ‘^  I  wal 
neccllitatcd  to  conform  outwardly  to  Ibme  divided  part  of  thu 
church  of  Cihrili,  and  therefore  I  have  cholen  to  live  and  die.  in 
tlie  outward  communion  of  the  church  of  r— r— ,  fully  believing^ 
that  if  1  worlhipped  God  in  fpirit  and  in  truth,  1  Ihould  be  as  ac* 
teptable  to  him,  through  the  one  great  Mediator,  as  if  I  had  been 
^  member  of  the  one  whole  church  before  it  was  divided  into  Ic^ 
pirate  parts.  But,  as  1  am  now  going  out  of  this  dilurdered  date 
of  things,  into  a  world  of  univerfal  love,  and  peace,  and  joy  ;  as  1 
am  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  great  Creator,  the  Lover  and  Re«
